PARIS TEMPS FEARS “DIPLOMATIC SEDAN.” 


PARIS, May 31.—The decision of the national council of 
the Fréch Social party to send delegates to the coming Socialis- 
tic conference at Stockholm is strongly condemned by .The 
Temps, which declares in an article today: : 

“The route to Stockholm is the route to a diplomatic Sedan. 
France cannot permit the delegates to risk, in this adventure. 
its prestige and morale. It owes it to itself to disavow them. 
It is not because the Stockholm procedure is irregular or 
called revolutionary that we reject it. In war time it is a ques- 
tion of savinf French lives and liberating French territory; peo- 
ple should not be too fraternal. They should recognize in this 
move.an Old and dangerous course. They will be subjected at 
every step to brutal rebuffs. 





RUSSIA 'TO GET FULL LIGHT ON BRITISH VIEWS 


LONDON, May 31.—In connection with the approaching 
visit of George H. Roberts, lord commissioner of the treasury, 
James Ramsay MacDonald, chairman of the Labor party, and 
Frederick W. Jewett. president of the Independent Labor party, 
to Russia, the folowing authorized statement has been published 

“Sincerely desirous of meeting the view of the Russian 
iovernment so that they should be able to learn at first hand 
the opinions of all sections of British thought, the government 
is facilitating the jounrney to Russia of the representatives of 
different political opinion. Among these are factions with a very 
small following, who latterly have not been over enthusiast te 
in the vigorous prosecution of the war. 

“The British Government has nothing to hide. It entered 
the war_in defence of small nations and democracies freedom 
and justice—a brutal war was forced upon the allies who were 
in a state of total unpreparedness—a ndnow they are, in a very 
different position. They cannot allow Germany to profit by the 
gains wrested from them unscrupulously and in defiance of all 
right. 

“Desiring, therefore, the fullest investigation, and having 
nothing to conceal, the government gladly will allow all sec- 
tions of the public to advance their views. These delegates, in-

NERVE-CENTRE OF WAR. 





Desert in ‘Chile 
Nitrate is Secured. 


In an area of 350 miles of arid, 
barren desert in Chile les the nerve 
contre of the crest war. If an un- 
friendly power had held control of 
_ pyrite tract, the war. would have 
2 long ago with the crushing of 
the Entente Allies. It is the famous 
Chilean nitrate region. 

William Howard Russell, a famous 
English war correspondent, wrote as 
long ago as 1889: ‘Without British 
control of the sodium nitrate of Chile 
the man of the world would be very 
different to-day.” “ A 

Germany now dors not need to de- 
pend upon the Chilean nitrate de- 
posits, for the German chemists are 
making synthetic nitrogen. However, 
for six months before the outbreak of 
the war in 1914 Germany had been 
receiving enormous shipments of so- 
tiam nitrate from Chile.. It 1s esti- 
mated, in fact, that Germany had on 
hand one million tons of nitrate in 
August, 1914,

Strength of Tortiscshell, ‘ 


The shell of a tortolse is harder 
and more brittle than ordinary horn. | 
Heat and pressure are practically the 
only means which can be employed 
in working It, and it Is impossible to 
work tortolseshell at a great heat, 
aince the colorifg pigment easily 
Mquefles and obscures the shell, 
thereby greatly lessening its value, 
Heavy pressure is also impossible | 
owing to its brittle cMaracter, The} 
plates or carapace, or black shell, | 
are first separated from the skeleton | 
by the application of gentle heat and | 
then flattened by a similar process. 
The superficial Irregularities are next 
rasped off and the material is pol- 
ished ready for moulding into any 
deaired shape. Larger or thicker 
Plates are produced by a process 
which requires great care and atten- 
tion. Two surfaces are first rasped 
and cleaned, and are greatly heated 
and pressed together, The heat H- 
quefies them, making an _ invisible 
join. Tortoiseshell combs are cut by, 
the highly ingenious twinning ma- 
chine, so called; two combs are cut 
from the same plate, so that the 
teeth of one dovetail! into the spaces 
of the other, avoiding all waste.

| Machine Measnres the Energy Yalac 
of Each Dish, PR 

Here is a machine that tells you 
what to eat, ‘or, more accurately |: 
speaking, how much you are eating 
in’ the terms that the chemist’ uses 
to measure food yalues, y 

It Is a calculating scales from the 
dial of which'one' reads the number 
of calories and the numbcr of grams 
of protein in the portion of food on 
the scale pan. “The principle is slml- 
jar to that of the commercial com> 
puting scales, which, if the price per 
pound be kiown, shows by the indi- 
cator the retail price of the rte 
of merehbandise being weighed. M 

From a dietetic standpoint it is 
meaningless to weigh food in pounds. 
The proper unit of the fuel value or 
energy ylelding power of food is the 
calorie. Lettuce contains 65 calories 
Der pound and olive oil contains 4,- 
200 per pound. ; 

Wide differences are also found in 
the protein or flesh building con- 
tents of foods. Pure olis, starches, 
and sugar contain no protein at all 
and a Robinson Crusoe would starve 
to death if his desert island were one 
Yast mountain of starch and sugar. 
with fountains of purest olive oll, 
honey, and maple syrup gushing 
from its side. - 

So the hungry man who wishes to 
eat scientifically sits down to dinner 
and places his soup plate on the 
scale pan. He first adjusts the tare 
welght to offset the weight of the 
plate. Then the soup is poured in, 
which causes the fan-shaped dial to 
swing sideways. The scientific diner 
how finds the word “soup” under the 
heading ‘‘Catories" and reads direct- 
ly from the scales the number of cal- 
ories he is to consume. Protein can 
be read separately on another por- 
tion of the dial. Each food must be 
weighed separately, for the machine 
can’t think straight if one tries to 
weigh butter and bread together. 

Such a calculating food scale} 
should find practical use in the num- 
erous investigations and denionstra- 
tions now being conducted to deter-} 
mine the cost of living.-Popular]

If conscription ig the wisest policy for Ca- 
nada at this juncture, it should be clearly un- 
derstood that it Is because volunteers are not 
coming forward in sufficient numbers to meet 
requirements and that it {s the only. way to fill 
up the ranks. To use other fanciful arguments 
jn tis favor is to cast doubt upon the wisdom of 
the measure. 

One of the arguments used in behalf of 
ithe proposed compulsion law is that it is un- 
‘fair, even if enough men enlist to fill up a 
gaps, that volunteers should continue to do the 
fighting while slackers reap the fruits. Such an 
argument'comes too late. There are now said 
to be over 430,000 Canadian volunteers in kha-} 
-ki, a big proportion of these being men with 
families. Had the objection to the voluntary 
system been offered before these men enlisted, 
it would have had a certain amount of weight,| 
> put now it carries little or none. 

Suppose the necessary 70,000 men were 
* obtained from the ranks of the slackers, would 
the men now fighting, who have families © of! 
three, four or five children at home, not be jus- 
tified in demanding that all men with fewer 
‘dependents be conscripted? Would they not be} 
justified in asking why -they should do the} 
fighting, while (comparative) slackers (Feap} 
the benefits? | 
Conscription may or may not become op-| 
“erative. If it does it will be because it is con-} 
sidered the only way to make good Sir Robert 
Borden’s promise that Canada would provide 
at least 500,000 soldiers and because the Do- 
minion will not allow her premiers word to be 
- broken. - 
By the way, if Premier Borden promised 
500,000 men, and if, as stated, 70,000 of the 
‘430,000 volunteers were rejected during train- 
ing, are there not 140,000 more needed?

One or two steamers were 
near the shore, and some trails of 
smoke, low above the distant horizon, 
betrayed the presence of others, Half 
u doxen offshore trawlers, laden with 
the night's catch, ran before the wind 
towards the harbor.

Makes a Statement Blasted from Rock : 

Denver, June 11—-In the presence 
of 10,000 persons the body of Wil-

from the solid rock on top of Look-} 
out Mountain, twenty miles from!

Lapointe, Simcoe St., 
brother of the late Louis Lapointe, 
who was fatally shot at Trenton by 
@ guard, makes the following state- 
ment regarding the reports {n the 
newspapers sent out by the despatch- 
es. 

The deceased had lived in Trenton 
all his. life, had worked in the works 
about five months. He wore a gov- 
drnment badge on the lapel of his 
coat, and his pass on the, band of 
his cap.

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WILSON’S STATEMENT. 


“It was the status quo ante (bellum) 
out of which this iniqu&ous war issued © 
forth, the power of the: Imperial German 

Government within ‘the empire and its 
widespread domination and influence out- 
-side of that empire. That status quo must 
be altered in such fashion as to prevent 
any such hideous thing from ever happen- 


ing again.” 

By his use of these sentences, in his com- 
munication to the new Russian government, 
President Wilson not only dismfsses as absurd 
the socalled “peace proposals” of Germany, 
but emphasizes a fact which is too often lost 
sight of imconsidering possible peace terms— 
that a return to status quo not only means the 
return of all Germany's colonies and colonial 
rights, all her materia] possessions which she 
has Jost, but the admission of her freedom to 
continue the militaristic doctrine in the em- 
pire and wherever her influence extends, and 
to oppose democracy as she has done in years 
past and is doing today; in other words, a re- 
turn to the old conditions which brought a- 
bout the war, as President Wilson says. 5 

Thi& is a point which ought to be studied 


\ by those semi-pacifists who argue that a draw] viously, 


would be satisfactory; that the prevention of 
a German victory is all that is required. A 
draw would simply mean that millions of lives 
had been sacrificed, nations impoverished and 
not one single thing gained. 

“No territory must change hands except 
for the purpose of securing those who inhabit 
it a fair chance of life and liberty.” declarés 
the: United States president. This exception 
might well extend to the German colonies, for 
those who inhabit them can hardly be said to 
have a fair chance under German rule. That 
point, however, will be decided by. the Allies. 

Indemnities receive special mention, and 
when the president enunciates the policy of 
exacting'these only as payment for manifest 
wrongs done, he excludes Germany from all 
participation, but lays up a tremendous debt a- 
gainst her. “Manifest wrongs done” must in- 
clude all damage done in Belgium and France, 
together with much in Serbia and Rumania, 
and all sinkings of peaceful merchantmen. 

‘The communication is a fair, honest and 
forceful statement of the president's attitude. 
in great part it will meet with unqualified in- 
dorsement by the Allies. There may be some 
difference of opinion as to some of the minor 
points, but not sufficient to present any grave 
Officulties. While the note does not say in 
“words that the kaiser and his militarism must 
go, there fs more than a hint of this. Its effect 
on Russia should be beneficial. It will come as 
a@ damper on those who declare for no’ indem- 
nities, and may do an immense amount of 
good,‘ coming from what fs considered the 
most democratic of countries. It certainly can 
do no_harm. | .

Week ‘after week, 
‘hewspapers were bombarded with telephone 
calls asking if it were true that a transport had 
been sent to the bottom with local troops on 
board. Of course, there was never any truth in 


‘the reports, and they failed to do more than ex-

There had been a great naval 
battle, 60 British and American warships had 
been sunk. and the hospitals of the Atlantic 
coasts were full of ‘wounded sailorg. Both the

but the effect was to cause disquiet and doubt.

THE EMPIRE’S RESOURCES 


The Dominion's Royal Commission, which 
has been at work off and on for the last five 
years, has made an elaborate final report on 
the resources and possibilities of the Empire. 
The ten members, representing Great Britain 
and the overseas dominions (except Australia) 
have travelled tens of thousands of miles in the 
course -of their investigations. The results of 
their labors make a valuable volume. 

One of the great. possessions of our Em- 
pire, one in which Canada has the largest 
share by far, is timber. Out of about 350,000,- 
000 acres of woodland in the whole of the Bri- 
tish dominions, Canada has 250,000,000 acres 
‘covered with saleable timber. Our production, 
however, is not more than the output from the 
lumber regions of Germany, which amount to 
only one-tenth of the Canadian timber acreage 
Great Britain consequently has been buying 
considerably from Scandinavia such things as 
wood pulp. Canada’s energy in timber conser- 
vation is complimented by the commission. 
The waste in Australia from reckless clearing 
of lands for settlement is noted, and in’ New 
Zealand the great kauri pine is being rapidly 
destroyed by bush fires and other causes, its 
1,000 years of growth frequently wiped out in 
an hour to no purpose. 

Various other commodities are considered, 
of which the Empire has 2 monopoly or lion’s 
share, such as jute, diamonds and ostrich fea- 
thers, nickel, and asbestos in Canada, etc. Some 
materials, like zinc, spelter and nickel, ‘are 
largely worked up outside the Empire. Various 
products, such as raw cotton and petroleum, 
are imported by the Empire, which it could

Rajah Brooke 
Rules Sarawak 


ROMANCE as remarkable as 
was ever invented by a 
novelist will be recalled to 
many readers by the recent 





announcement of the death of Sir 
Charles Brooke, Rajah of Sarawak. 
Those 
“The ‘Man Who V/ould be King,” 
have a general outline of what 2ap- 
pened In Sarawak“ before the rst 


who know Kipling’s story, 


English rajah was recognized. It is 


true that disaster did not descend 
upon the rajah through a native wo- 
man; and that whatever disasters he 


encountered he survived, but the 


task of the'character in Kipling was 


no more dificult than the task of the 
first rajah, Brooke, and his succes- 
sor, who has just passed away. He 
found one of the lovellest countries 
in the world unknown to white men, 
and inhabited by one of the most 
Savage races upon the face of the 
earth. With a mere handful of 
whites he captured the country and 
made himself ita ruler. Incidentally 
he suppressed lawlessness, and by 
treaties increased the extent of his 
domain from 7,000 square miles to 
55,000 square miles. When be died 
he was able to nominate his succes- 
sor, the late Sir Charles Brooke, who 
in turn has bunded over the realm to 
his son. 

James Brooke was the first white 
rajah, He was born {fn India, .ook 
service with the East India Com- 
pany, and was wounded in the Bur- 
mese War, - When recovering from 
his injuries he visited Sarawak, a 
part of the great Island of Borneo, 
but almost cut off from the rest of 
the country by tremendous mountain 
chains. The tropical beauty of the 
Jand enchanted him, and he deter- 
mined that some day he would re- 
turn and take churge of the land, 
which was then held by a murderous 
lot of head-hunting Dyaks. The 
opportunity occurred when bis father 
died, and left him with sufficient 
capital to equip a little expedition 
at the head of which he sailed for 
Sarawak. His arrival was most 
timely, for it coincided with a war 
in which the native rajah was being 
hard pressed by a powerful party of 
rebels. The rajah said that if 
Brooke would assist him he would be 
given exclusive trading rights, 
Brooke accepted, and took charge of 
the campaign. So vigorously and 
skilfully did he press it that the 
rebels presently submitted on condi- 
tion that Brooke succeed the other 
rajah, ; 

This was agreed to, but when 
peace was restored the native rajah 
refused to complete his bargain, rob- 
bed Brooke of some of his cargoes, 
and sought to destroy his influence 
with the natives, who had by this 
{ime conceived an almost supersti- 
tious respect for him. Finally 
Brooke declared war on the native 
Trajab, and after a short campaigr 
ousted him and became rajah ip bis 
stead. His troubles were just be- 
ginning, however, for his subjects 
Were about the most vicious and 
murderous when they were rot the 
most eppressed and wretched popu- 
lation in the East. Brooke, however, 
was the man for .he job, and during 
the next fow years he took in hand 
the task of establishing some native 
industries, protecting the citizens 
frem the exactions of local chief- 
taims, ridding the country of rob- 
bers and the seas of the Dyaks, 
whose piracies had made the whole 
eeast of Borneo a place to be 
avolded. 

Many times his life was threaten- 
ed, but Brooke got used to attempt- 
ed assassination after a while, and 
perhaps his chief trouble lay with the 
British Government, He desired that 
it should annex Sarawak, or at least 
take it under its protection. It was 
some years after his death, however, 
before Sarawak was recognized as a 
British protectorate. In the mean- 
time Brooke was the victim of many 
malicious and ignorant attacks on 
the part of pollticans at home, whe 
told of the cruelties of his rule, and 
demanded that as & British subject 
he should be brought home. On one 
eccasion they succeeded in having a 
British oMcial sent to supersede 
him, and to protect a particularity 
vicious band of Chinese murderers

Gaza, south of which the British 
forces, in the course'of their advance 
@n Jerusalem, inflicted a severe de 
feat upon the Turks, is amongst the 
oldest towns in the world. It wat 
,one of the five princely | Philistine 
selties, and mention of it occurs, fre- 
quently, in Bible history.. Figuring 
prominently in the wars between the 
Israelites and the Philistines, it {2 
intimately associated with the story 
of Samson. Indeed, to this day there 
is pointed out 'a strange, isolated hil)

The town lies beyond’ the sand 
dunes about two miles from the sea, 
at the meeting point of the old trade 
routes from Egypt, Arabia, and Petrs 
to Syrta, and in anclent times, as In- 
deed it {s again to-day, it was a place 


of considerable importance, It waz: 


ever a border fortress and a place of 
trade, and, In spite of the repeated 
attacks which the Israelites launched 
against $4 it never for long came 
into thefr hands. In the time of 
Hezekiah, it is true, the men of 
Jadah gained possession of the city, 
but it quickly passed from them into 
the control. of the King of Assyria.

Mighty Babylon: Has’ Become Lik 
Town of ifillah, © H 
Few people would recognize Baby- 
10% under its modern title of Hillan, 
small town on the’ Euphrates 
some sixty-five miles due south of 
Bagdad. "And yet, so it is shown to- 
day’ on the maps, and so doés the 
Arab’ kmow it and speak of it, as he 
through its narrow streets or 
his way towards it from the 
plain, past those ‘gigantic mounds 
which are all that is left; to-day, of 
“Great Babylon.’ As in the case of 
all the other ancient cities that are 
now coming, once in, prominent- 
ly into nptice, cities that &gure in the 
records of the remote past, it would 
be impossible to give even a short 
sketch of the history of, Babylon in 
the space available, - ha yet few 
tlties lend themselves} to a quicker 
view. Babylon has seized hold’ of 
the world’s imagination; fragments 
of its history, facts as to its size and 
Greatness, are picked up by the way- 
side, It is, essentially, “the great 
city,” and there Is lttle that can be 
said, in the way of greatness, of any 
city, but can be sald of: Babyjon. 
Against the vast background of the 
history of Babylon, with its tale of 
great kings and great conquests, 
from the earliest days of the first 
Semitic settlements to {ts final over- 
throw, after the conquest of Alexan- 
der the Great, there stand out many 
notable incidents. Well-known fig- 
ures pass across the stage, as it were. 
Tiglath-Pileser, Shalmaneser,; Sar- 
gon, Sennacherib,. Nebuchadnezzar, 
Cyrus, and Alexander the Great, 
each of them the central figure in 
some great story. .1t was under 
Nebuchadnezzar, of - coursé, that 
Babylon attained the height of its 
glory. The city had been practically 
razed to the ground by Sennacherib, 
in 689 B, C,, and Nebuchadnezzar’s 
father began the great work of re- 
building, which Nebuchadnezzar him- 
self carried to completion. Hero- 
dotus’ description of the city in the 
Fifth Century shows the place to 
have been truly “Babylonian” in its 
immensity. A great square it was, 
lying on both sides of the river, and 
inclosed within a double row of lofty 
walls. Herodotus gives the circum- 
ference of these walls as 480 stades, 
or fifty-six miles; thus they would 
include an area of about 200 square 
miles.

Babylonian commerce spread far 
from the East to the West, and she 
became “a land of traffic and a city 
of merchants.” @i¢r greatness, how- 
ever, was short-lived. Scarcely halt 
a century had elapsed after the fall 
of Nineveh, when Belchazzar, the 
king of the Chaldeans, was slain, 
“And Darius the Median took the 
kingdom,” and it sank to the posl- 
tion of a Persian prevince, It never 
recovered its lost greatness. Alexan- 
der the Great, after he had over- 
thrown the Persian supremacy, 
sought to rebuild Babylon, which had 
largely fallen into ruin, and make 
it the capital of his vast empire; but 
without success, Within a few years, 
the once so great city of the plain re- 
turned, as Pliny bas It, “to its an- 
tfent solitude." Only a few Chal- 
deans continued to dwell amidst its 
ruins,

algo been promised by spies,and later, America 
could not do much harm if she did join the Al- 
lies, because Germany had taken 40 years to. 
prepare for the test and no nation could get! 
ready more quickly. i 

. Germans number among them great scien-: 
tists and great military experts, whose reason-: 
ing is often sound, but they have made the fa-| 
tal mistake throughout the Jast three years of; 
taking the wrong hypothesis as a starting] 
point. They have calculated accurately enough 
what Germans would and could do under given 
conditions, never dreaming that there might be 
a flaw in their reasoning that their own race 
was supreme in everything. The doctrine of 
supremacy had been so thoroughly instilled in| 
to them for years that all lingering doubts had 
vanished. . : 

But doubt is again making itself felt. Pro- 
mises of success have not been ‘kept, and re- 
verses have been coming thickly of late. Other 
nations, notably Britain, have uccomplished 
the impossible, and now the United States 
threatens to do the same thing. Fear is affect- 
ing:the hitherto scornful Hun. He wants to 
see peace concluded before the nucleus of that 
army of 10,000,000 can become effective. ‘The 
Persius line of reasoning. is becoming accepted 
generally, and by and by it*will dawn upon the 
German people that they are going to be beat- 
en, and that thoroughly. They are beginning 
to see the handwriting on the wall. 




































War measures have been passed in Britain 
and France for the further curtailment of the 
liquor traffic. The United States Senate has 
gone on record as in favor of forbidding the use 
of: grain, sugar and syrup in the manufacture of 
intoxicating drink. Canada-has advanced fur- 
ther than any of these countries in the doing a- 
way entirely with the liquor traffic, eight prov- 
inces having prohibitory laws, the United 
States coming second. It is not dead yet in Ca- 
nada. .To enjoy its full benefits we must have 
entire prohibition of its manufacture and sale 
for beverage purposes within the Dominion. 
There should be no loopholes as there are now 
for evading the manifest intent of the Ontario 
Temperance Act, and they will come in time, if 

“not at the present session of the Dominion 
Parliament.

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Artificial Milk in England. 

The science of substitution is be- 
eoming a great factor in modern in- 
dustry. In England an artificial 
milk is being manufactured which Is 
claimed. to be both wholesome and 
inexpensive, so that now the'market 
is not wholly dependent upon the 
product of the cows. The artificial 
milk, says The Popular Science 
Monthly, is made from peanuts, soya 
beans, sugar, water, and mineral 
salts. About four hundred grains of 
potassium phosphate or an equival- 
ent of sodium phosphate is dissolved 
in two hundred pints of water at 176 
degrees Fahrenheit. Enough sugar 
$s added to give four and five-tenths 
per cent. to the finish product. Forty 
pounds of* meal prepared from tbe 
nuts and beans is stirred in. The 
solution is boiled in a steam-jacketed 
pan; ther it is subjected to the oper- 
ation of a vacuum pan, and lastly it 
is treated with a culture of lactic 
bacteria until the required acidity is 
obtained. After it is pasteurized and 
eooled a small percentage of citric 
acid is added. 

The milk thus produced may be 
condensed and sold in cans, or dried 
and powdered, or sold as a liquid In 
bottles. - The addition of nut fats - 
will give a certain Broportion of 
tream. By using sufficient lactic 
bacteria the product may be cultured 
to give a table cream or a soured 
mass for making cheese.

their street improvement. 

The report states that jn 21 cities

This paving covers 2 total 
area of 10,206,000 square yards, 
und the average cost has been ap- 
proximately $2.00 per square yard, 
thus representing a total — invest- 
ment of over $20,000,000.

ITH the abdication of Con- 
stantine the crown falls 
from the brow of a dis- 
graced sovereign, Greece 

ia freed from his © unconstitutional 
rule, the German -Emperor, loses a 
servile henchman of great utility to 
him, and the Allies, in reaching the 
solution of a problem that has much 
perplexed them, for the first time by 
their efforts capture one of those 
outposts where German calculation 
long ago, established a keeper upon 
whose faithful service to the Empire 
full dependence could be placed. Ap- 
other German puppet, Ferdinand of

Paganda work in order to set the 
policy of bis father right before the 
Chancelleries of the Entente. Last 
winter he was reported to have been 
in Berlin and, Vienna on important 
missions, 

Just prior to the outbreak of the 
war it waa announced that a mar- 
Tiage had been arrangef between 
Prince George and Princess Eliza-! 
beth of Roumapia. The Princess Is 
the oldest daughter of the present 
King Ferdinand of Roumanta and 
the grandnicco of the late King 
Carol, Another claimant for her 
hand —she is now 23-—was the Czar- 
ovitch of Russia, The Kaiser, it was 
reported, Was prepared to press the 
claim, of his Greek nephew, 

His younger brother, Prince Alex- 
ander, the now King, is nearly three 
years his junior, having been born 
August 1, 1893, He is known to 
bave an unrestrained admiration for 
Venizelos and Is believed to be in- 
tensely pro-Entente, A year ago it 
Was reported that he had thrown up 
hia commission as captain in the drat 
regiment of artillery in order to join 
Venizelos’ volunteers, but was either 
restrained or was advised by the 
veteran statesmen to remain where 
he was.

Non- 
poisonous snakes have sharp heads, 
which: are nearly the same ‘size as 
the neck, and sharp tails. All 
snakes, however, are poisonous dur- 
ing the “shedding” period of seven 
days, They go blind two days be- 
fore shedding, The Gila (pronounced 
hee-lo) monster Is so called cn ac- 
; count of being found near the Gila 
river in Arizona and New Mexico, Its 
bite\is deadly, and is much feared 
jby thé Indians, as no remedy is 
known for the bite. They are very 
pecullar creatures, having the shape 
of a large Hzard- with feet marked 
like those of a monkey. Some scient- 
isto say that the bite of the Gila 
monster is not poisonéus ip itself, 
but that their breath, blown on the 
wound, is fatal. If their breath is 
blown on a person with a weak 
heart, the person will faint away for 
an indefinite time.

The natives of Guam are, as a 
Fale, of good physique and pleasing 
appearance, Most of them have 
Slosay Dlack hair which 
straight or slightly curly. 
essentially an agricultural people, 
and their farms are often cultivated 
in a communal fashion. They are 

rigtically happy and genial, 
singing and playing at their work. 

Practi none of the natives de- 
pends for Ais livelihood on his 
handiwork or his trade. There dre 
men who can make shoes, tan leather 
and cut stone for building purposes, 
but such a thing us a Chamorra 
shoemaker, tanner, stonemason, or 


‘merchant who supports himself and 


bin by his trade is unknown. 
In the midst of building a stone wall 
the man who has consented to help 
do the work will probably say, “‘Ex- 
cuse me, Senor, but I must go to my 
rancho for three or four days; the 
weeds are getting abead of my corn.” 
And when-lime is needed the native 
to whom one is directed may say, 
‘After I have finished gathering my 
cocoanuts for copra (the chief ex- 
port of the island) I will get my 
boys to cut wood and gather lime- 
stone to make a kiln. Never fear, 
Senor, you shall have your lime with- 
in six weeks.” 

One of the pecullar customs of the 
natives in former times “was their 
method of catching fish by the use of 
intoxicants, From the fruit of a na- 
tive tree they would make a paste 
which they enclosed in bags. The 
bags would be placed in‘holea In

leas and others merely stupefied, but 
all eazily gathered... by. the expert 
swimmers.

Portugal in the War. 

A recent interview with the Por- 
tuguese Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Tevealstthe fact that a large detach- 
ment of the soldicra of Portugal are 
serving with the Entente Allies in 
France. Senhor Soares spoke frank- 
ly and feellugly to The Associa! 
Press correspondent in regard to the 
part his country Js taking in the war 
and the trend of Portuguese senti- 
ment toward England and France be- 
fore the declaration of war by Ger- 
many. He leaves the impression that 
Portugal would not have declared 
but would have 

ed the attitude it took In 
the selsure of German ships in its 
harbors, if Germany had not chosen 
to force belligerency upon it; but he 
shows that his country entered the 
conflet with a will to do its share 
bravely, and has been doling more, 
thus far, than the rest of the world 
has taken note of. c 

Besides {ts relatively large con- 
lingent of troops in France, it has 
an army in East Africa which, in co- 
operation with the English and Bel- 
gian forces, has practically occupied 
all of the German territory there. 
Conquest was not the purpose of the 
Portuguese’ Government; traditional 
friendship with England and the 
natural sympathy of a Latin country 
with Italy and France led_her to an- 
tagonize the Teuton plan of world 
control. She was ill-equipped for 
war. But, although her republican 
form of government is yet in its 
very infancy, she bas been strength 
ened and uplifted by her new sense 
of duty to her ideals. In fact, in the 
world war the Republic of Portu 
has found herself. The martial spiri

Hero- 
dotus’ description of the city in the 
Fifth Century shows the place to 
have been truly “Babylonian’’ in: its 
immensity, A gceat square it was, 
lyIng on both sides of the river, and 
inclosed within a double row of lofty 
walls, Herodotus gives the circum- 
ference of these walls as 480 stades, 
or fifty-six miles; thus they would 
include an area of about 200 square 
miles. Then, as he has it on record 
that the height of the walls was nu 
less than 335 feer, and their width 
85 Leet, it sounds exaggerated, and, 
indeed, the latest researches have 
shown {ft to be so, but nothing is 
teally impossible in the way of walls 
after the Great Wall of China. 

The whole city was laid out ip 
keeping with its mighty defenses. 
Huge temples, massiye, shapeleas 
structures, but ablaze with color, 
ahouldered their way into the sky 
line; whilst bronze and gold fresco 
and enameled. tiles, pilaster and 
column, caught the eye at every turn. 
Two other walls ran along the banks 
of the Euphrates and the quays which 
lined the stream, and each wall con- 
tained twenty-five gates, giving ac- 
cess to the streets beyond. — Ferry: 
boats piled between the landing 
places at the gates, and a great mov- 
able drawbridge, thirty feet broad, 
and supported on stong piers, joined 
together the two paris of the city. 
Babylon was, too, a great power. 
Under Nebuchadnezzar, her victori- 
ous armies conquered Syria and 
Palestine, and penetrated into Egypt. 
Babylonian commerce spread far 
from the East to the West, and she 
became “a land of traffic and a city 
of merchants.” Her greatness, how- 
over, was short-lived. Scarcely

August, 1914.

General Nivelle has been in command 
of the French armies he has been 
subject-as ‘Joffre was to the War 
Council in France and to Parliament- 
ary Influences, although these’ he 
knew well how to deal with, and they 
did not serlously interfere with him, 
When Joffre, having organized the 
army for victory and having forever 
shattered German dreams of con- 
quest, retired to give hig advice to 
the War Council in Paris, there were 
two men mentioned above all others 
as hia inevitable successor.

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lA WOMAN PROPOSED 
East Middlesex *Woman Declines— 
Present Law Prohibits: It—Notes 
, of Women's Work 

Mrs, Walter Scott of Mossley ha: 
the honor of being the first woman 
in Ontario proposed asa candidate for 
‘the legislature. At the East Middle- 
sex Convention her name was propos- 
ed but Mrs. Scott in a pleasant speech 
declined the honor. 

As a matter of fact, under the On- 
tarlo law today, women are not al- 
lowed to sit as members of the legis- 
lature. Mr, Rowell at the last session 
of the legislature had a bill which Lf 
passed, would have given’ women tho 
Tight to sit in whe legislature as well 
at to vote for candidates for that 
body. The Government, however, re- 
Jected the bill. Mr. Rowell in propos- 
ing {t showed that in all the Western 
Provinces of Canada, In Australia and 
In the States of the Unlon, where 
there {s woman suffrage, the right of 

' 


women to sit in the legislature goes 
with it. The women do not need to 
use that right if they do not care to, 
nor do the people-have to elect wo- 
men if they do run,\but at any rate 
Mr. Rowell contended it was mere 
Justice now that women had the vote, 
that they should have the right to sit 
in the legislature as well. Why, on 
this point, should there be discrimina- 
tion in law between men and women? 

Mrs! P. G. Kiely and Mrs, Margaret 
Hyslop have been two of tue women 
speakers at Liberal meetings recently. 
At the West. Wellington meeting io 
Drayton, Mrs, Kiely, who Ix Honorary- 
Secretary of the Ontario Women’s 
Liberal Association, said that even be- 
fore recelving the vote, women, per- 
haps more Uian they themselves real- 
ized, had been educators of public 
opinion, Through their influence up- 
on their children and in their bomes 
they had provided that strong driving 
force behind the law which alone 
could make legislation effective. “This 
measure of Woman Suffrage,” contin- 
ued Mes. Kiely, “which one bears so 
frequently reterred to ay ‘our right’ 
is fn reatity a duty which we owe to 
our newly acquired citizenship and 
in the discharge of which we must pot 
allow ourselves to be intimidated by 
those torreats of criticism which will 
emanate from that class of individuals 
tw whom all inoovations are abhor- 
rent.’ 

At Halton, Mrs. Elysiop sald that if 
it was Prenler ilearst’s government 
which technically did give Prohibition 
and Votes for Women, yet it was with 
the thorough co-operation of the Op- 
position, and further that it was Mr. 
Rowell and the Liberals who had done 
the ploneer work for both these re- 
forms and had supported and urged 
it for years in spite of the opposition 
of the Government. It was the insis- 
tence of the Liberals that caused Ue 
Government finally to act.

‘THE CAMERON'S RETURN, * 


Touching Scenes in'a fala French Village 
De=:ribeds 

Talerviawed in- London, 
Hagearty, of the Machine 'Gun Corps 
(temporarily atiached'to the Camer- 
on Highlanders), who took part in 


the advance towards the Hindenburg} 


line, ‘related the following dramatic 
incident: 

“After the terrible days of Mons. a 
party of Camercns who had got lost. 
found refuge for days in a-village. 
\| There was apiper with them, and in 
| the evenings he ‘used ‘to play to the 
villagers. One favorite -was the 
‘March of the Cameron Men.’ The 
advance of the German hordes forced 
the Httle éompany of Highlanders to 
leave, and there was general sorrow 
in the village when they left.. They 
sald, however, they would’ return 
later to drive the enemy away. Weary 
months passed, and most of these 
poor chaps fell in the fighting from 
the Marne to “the Somme. There 
was only one of the original party 
when our chaps re-entered the vil- 
lage, and you can judge of what he 
thought when he found the pretty 
Utlte place reduced to wreck and the 
kind-hearted ‘peasants noWhere to be 
seen. We settled down to make our- 
selves as comfortable as we could. 

“On the evening of the third day 
one of the regimental pipers struck 
up the March of the Cameron Men, 
and as the strains echoed ahd re- 
echoed across country from \ the 
ruined village a strange sight met 
our gaze. Along two of the roa 
numbers of old men, women, and 
children came streaming. When the 
Germans began their retirement, and 
started destroying the village, these 
poor creatures had sought refuge in 
caves and underground dwellings 
that had served to shelter their an- 
cestors in Huguenot days. For three 
days they had hidden there, all un- 
conscious of the liberation of thelr 
village, and not daring to venture 
forth. They had caught the familiar 
strain of the Cameron's March, haé 
remembered the promise of the men 
they had sheltered !n the dark days 


of the Mons retreat, and realized that} 


deliverance was at hand after more 
than two years of ill-usage at the 
hands of the Huns. 

“They were wild with joy. The 
women thanked us with tears in their 


eyes, and the children gazed at ua}. 


open-mouthed in .sheer gratitade. 
Grief for the destruction of their 
homes and all their belongings that 


they had not been able to save from; 


the destruction or rapacity of the 
Huns was forgotten in joy at seeing! 
the dress of th» Camerons once;{ 
more. There were many kind en- 
quiries for men of the original party, 
who had ovidently been favoritee 
with the women and children on the 
former visit, but, alas! the only thing 
the sole survivor could say was that 
his comrades had all given their 
lives to deliver France from the in- 
vader.”"—London Chronicle.

The Rev. Dr. Henry van Dyke until re- 
cently was the United States ambassador to 
the Netherlands. He has returned to America 
filled with perfect hatred of the German’ cause.

‘We.do not know the price that we shall 
have to pay, but it saves our country from 
losing her soul. We were forced after long and 
patient endurance to come in to defend our 
own life and the lives of our neighbors.”

GERMAN “PREPAREDNESS” 


Is there some new deviltry contemplated 
by the Germans towards their prisoners of 
war? There is the threat of this in the in- 
spired announcement by German newspapers 
that these prisoners are taking part in a great 
conspiracy to interfere with war work in Ger- 
many, and to engage in arson, crop destruction 
and injury of implements. Additions to these 
tales are to the effect that explosives for burn- 
ing buildings are being sent prisoners in dou- 
jle-bottomed jam pots, and disease germs for 
infecting cattle in cigarettes, 

‘The enemy hag made a habit of trying to 
excuse himself for contemplated crimes before 
committing them. Prior to the first use of 
‘poisonous gases, it will be remembered, he 
charged the British with using them. He has 
also spread in Germany false tales of atrocities 
practiced by the Allies, in order to make his 
own fiendishness appear as just revenge. — 

In causing the publication of these weird 
improbable stories among the people, the Ger- 
man authorities ‘doubtless have .an object, 
which will appear plainly in due time. It may 
be that the lies will be made an excuse for con- 
fiscation of most of the supplies sent from 
home to the prisoners, and their use by Ger- 
mans; or it mya be that these gifts will be for- 
bjdden, in order to make existence harder for 
the unfortunate ones held in captivity. The 
former {is more probable, for in that way some 
of the food Germany needs would be obtained, 
while the latter would not benefit anyone. 

It is possible that the plan is to revive the 
hatred against the Allies which some reports 
Say has been decreasing. This hatred is an 
essential in the eyes of the German war au- 
thorities, as they have no cause by which en- 
thusiasm’ for the struggle can be maintained. 
Ifthe masses believe that these ‘stories are true 
they may .become more bitter against the Al- 
lies, and be more ready to continue the fight, 
being: persuaded that the tricks, which origi- 
nate {n German minds, are really being at- 
tempted’ against them and their property by 
British, French, Russians or Serbians.

‘A Few Novelists and Poets Who Re- 
present This Young Country Haye 
Won International Fame and 
Our Mnsiclans Are Mak-

T is almost too much to expect 
that a young nation will have 
developed in less than a thalf 
century many signs of artistic 

self expression, but already Cana- 
dians are beginning to look for in- 
dications of artistic endeavor in the 
Dominion. We are a country with- 
out a great deal of tradition. Even 
the Provinces that had existed for a 
century or two before Confederation 
are really new in the sense of baving 
any feeling of national consclous- 
hess. They were considered colonies 
for 80 many years, and the struggle 
for existence was all tha’ filled the 
mind of the ploneers, Then came 
Nationhood, and Canadians became 
slowly more conscious that “ they 
needed literature, art, and music. 
They were content for many years to 
import those beautifying influences 
of life, and were rather inclined to 
discourage local effort. In this re- 
spect things have changed greatly of 
late, and every Canadian is looking 
for the time when we shall have 
novels and poetry, music and drama, 


pictures and similar forms of na- |. 


tional self expression that the world 
will recognize and honor, 
Canada has not been 
poets. 
Niterature that our country has been 
richest. There are men like Archi- 
Pman who have pictured 
and interpreted our life and our Ca- 
nadian scenes in their verse in 
Manner thathas made them classics 
in our land. Bliss Carman, Wilfred 
Campbell, and Duncan Campbell 
Scott have given the world many 
beautiful lyrics,-and there are other 
writers of verse like Pauline Jobn- 
son, the gifted Indian poetess, who 
will be long remembered because 
they belonged so peculiarly to this 
land, 
who’ has won the widest internation- 
al fame as a poet, being known fn 
England as “the Canadian Kipling.” 
Our novelists have not been as 
numerous as our poets, and they 
have done no work as fine as the ex- 
Quisite poetry of Lampman, but net-

Sir Gilbert Parker is well establish- 
ed as a careful and painstaking 
novelist, and bis earlier work helped 
to make the life of the Quebec Habi- 
tant known to people in England and 
the United States. Though not great- 
ly inspired, he has nevertholess won 
a considerable reputation. “Ralph 
Connor” has made for himself a pub- 
lic only a ttle less extensive than 
that possessed by Sir Gilbert Parker. 
The Winnipeg clergyman who first 
attracted attention with bis novel, 
“The Sky Pilot,” undertook lo de- 
ascribe primitive life and primitive 
confiicts as they appear to the min- 
ister, and he immediately made for 
bimself a large following. There has 
never been a more characteristic 
Canadian novelist than Judge Hali- 
burton, and though he is not widely 
known now, It is Eenerally believed 
that time will make bim aa great a 
classic as Washington Irving ts 
among Ameriean writers. {no this 
respect, his fame is a little like that 
of Dr. Drummond, whose Habitant 
poetry is perhaps the most purely 
Canadian thing we possess in the 
way of literature, We have in 
Stephen Leacock a humorist whose

tions, in return for Germany's putting 
an end to submarine warfare. 

“Don't. pay any attention to the 
President, he means nothing,” Bryan 
was heard to say, referring to Presi- 
dent Wilson's ‘notes. The Journal 
printed the terms of this agreement 
and the remarks of Bryan in full, with 
the result that Bryan, unable to deny 
the story, was eliminated from the 
Cabinet. 


In the case of the attempt to Involre 
the United States in a war with 
Mexico, it was a Journal man that 
engaged the room where Huerta and 
the German agents discussed the 
terms, “Of course being our man he 
engaged suitable rooms, and we were 
enabled to hear every word and send 
the information tq the Department of 
State.” 

The “Plerced Hearts” Trick 

The story of the stenographer, a 
young girl who was employed by Dr. 
Heinrich Albert, the Austrian Consul- 
general in New York, was perhaps 
the most romantic of all. This girl 
had no previous experience of plot- 
ting and counter-plotting, or city ex- 
perience whatever, having come to 
the Journal from the country some 20 
miles outside of Providence. She 
aimply used her native New England 
wit. A certain package of papers was 
to be sent to Germany through Eng- 
land on a Swedish ship, according to 
information that the Journal had se- 
cured. These papers told who were 
the agents of the Teutonic Govern- 
ments in, the United States, what 
their services had been .to date, how 
much they had been paid, and how 
much was still to be pald: The case 
was to be shipped with other cases of 
similar outside-appearance containing 
harmless freight. 


The girl's task was to identify the 
particular box so that it could be pick- 
ed out when it got to England. She 
saw the box ‘in Albert's office and 
kept her eye on it. So did von Papen, 
the German naval attache at Washing- 
ton, who was hanging around Albert's 
office for the purpose. The girl, dur- 
ing her watch sat down on the pre- 
cious box and began to eat her lunch. 
The unsuspecting yon Papen struck 
up a flirtation and invited himself 'to 
share the sandwiches. Before long 
he was talking sentimental twaddle, 
and the girl encouraged him by tak- 
ing a red lead pencil out of her hair, 
and coyly drawing two big red hearts 
on the top of the packing case. Von

The New York Ships yi 


The discovery that the German 
ships in New Ycrk harbor had been 
damaged was made ‘by the Journal, 
but the authorities would not believe 
It, as thelr own man had reported 
that they were all right. It was not 
until Mr. Rathom had shown the offi 
clals samples of the carborundum 
sand that had been poured into the 
engines that they would believe. 
Then the officials admitted that their 
inspector had only been above decks. 
That the ships were not blown up as 
planned was due to the watchfulness 
of 60 or 70 Italian workmen, working 
around the wharves {tn various dis- 
guises, emplcyed by the Journal. 

“We always found that if. we looked 
enough into any German scheme we 
should find a hole big enough jn it for 
a school boy to craw] through,” com- 
mented Mr. Rathom. Then he traced 
the disclosures throughout 1916 and 
down to the present year which had 
brought success to the Journal's aims. 


Partial List of Triumphs 


It wes in April,.1915, that The Pro- 
vidence Journal exposed the German 
Embassy plot to discredit the Wash- 
ington Adininistration, and these dis- 
closures focused the eyes of the 
world on that paper. In the early 
months of 1915 powder plants in Illin- 
ols and New Jersey were blown up 
with loss of life, and merchant ships 
were ruthléssly destroyed, but it was 
not until July that the real carnival 
began.

Lusitania Plot and After 


The story of the Embassy's part in 
the Lusitania sailing was first told by 
Mr. Rathom's paper. The attempt to 
bribe Samuel Gompers, who twice re- 
fused enormous fortunes if he would 
betray labor and help Germany to 
foment strife in industrial plants, was 
disclosed In The Journal. Boy-Ed's 
and von Papen‘s activities were pub- 
ished, and the publicity forced the 
Government to act, and they were de- 
clared objectionable persons. 

It was The Journal which first told 
of the fact In September, 1915, that 
England had bagged 80 per cent. of 
the German submarines, a fact after- 
wards admitted by the British Gov- 
ernment. _The plot to blow up the 
Welland Canal, the intrigues of the 
Germans in using the Red Cross as a 
cloak for spy~ work, the bomb plots, 
the activities in Mexico and the help 
of Huerta were all exposed first by 
The Providence Journal. The. year 
1916 was in the main a repetition of 
the atrocities of the year previous. 
But Boy-Ed and von Papen and von 
Igel and Dernberg and von der Goltz 
and Dumba were sent back to Ger- 
many and Austria, while dozens of 
others, of lesser degree, are languish- 
ing in United State prisons. 

The story of 1917 has been full of 
great honor for The Providence Jour- 
nal and Mr. Hathom. Munition plots 
multiplied, but a pitiless publicity 
made the going extremely hazardous, 
The end was in sight in February, 
when Germany announced her new 
submarine policy. As he sailed Bern- 
storff termed The Providence Journal 
“villainous Mar and creature of Eng- 
land.” Germany's activities'In Mexico 
were exposed, the trouble-making of 
Mr. Bryan was shown to be a part of 
a plan to keep the United States in a 
state of inaction, the story of the 
MexicoJapan deal proposed by the 
German Foreign Secretary, Zimmer- 
mann, were all first published in The 
Journal, as was the story of the plot 
to destroy the ships interned in New 
York harbor, 


Earned Thanks of Country 


The Boston Transcript wrote edi- 
torlally: “The Providence Journal is 
entitled to the thanks of the country 
for the remarkable success of the in- 
quiries into the German spy system 
and the German propaganda in this 
country which it has conducted. The 
Journal’s discoveries have been the 
basis for about three-quarters—pos- 
sibly a larger proportion than that— 
of the Government's proceedings 
against the German plotters. It was 
upon the Journal's information that 
most of the judicial proceedings were 
taken. The Journal has a good many 
more sharp arrows in its quiver, It 
bas taught the metropolitan press a 
lesson in enterprise. The Journal is 
now. kn in’ Downing street and 
Wihelms as well as on West- 
minster atreet; and it has: performed

tion. British America, before 1867, 
had been a loose series of small 
colonies scattered across the contin- 
ent, the Provinces and Territories 
having come into the Empire at dif- 
ferent times and under varying cir- 
cumstances. The Province of Nova 
Scotia, first colonized by the French 
in 1598, was taken ty the British in 
11629, restored to France in 1632, 
jand again ceded to Great Britain by 
the Treaty of Utrecht in 1713. Cape 
Breton, now a part of Nova Scotia, 
was not finally taken over “by the 

glish untli 1758, and formed a 

parate colony until 1820. A por- 
tion of New Brunswick was ceded to 
Great Britain by the French in 1713, 
but the Province did not tbecome 
wholly British until after the fall of 
Quebec. It was at one time part of 
Nova Scotia, but became a separate 
Province in 1874. Prince Edward Is- 
land was first settled by the French. 
It became annexed to Nova Scotia in 
1713, but rose to the dignity of a 
separate province in 1769, Ontario 
and Quebec are the two largest prov- 
inces, the original Old Canada. Que- 
bec was founded by the French in 
1608, and the city fell to. the Britiah 
in 1759, being formally ceded to 
our Empire tn 1763. In 1791 an 
Imperial Act was passed dividing 
Canada Into two Provinces, Upper 
and Lower Canada, with a separate 
constitution for each. These two 
Provinces were again united in 1841, 
but at the time of the Union they 
were divided, Upper Canada becom- 
ing Ontario and Lower Canada tak- 
ing the historic name of Quebec. 
The Eastern Colonies, with the ex- 
ception of Prince Edward Island, 
were the original Provinces to enter 
confederation in 1867.° 

British Columbia, on the shores of 

the Pacific, was granted a colonia! 
government in 1858. In 1859 Van- 
couver Island became a separate 
colony, but the two portions of the 
Province were joined when they en- 
‘tered the federal. union in 1871. 
: That vast region laying between Old 
{Canada and British Columbia was 
taken over by the new Dominion In 
1869, and out of the territory the 
present Provinces of Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan, and Alberta were carved, 
ae in 1870 and the others in 
1905. 

Previous to 186. many = sugges- 
tions for the union of the British 
Provinces in Nortb America had been 
put forward, but the first legislative 
action looking to this end was taken 
by the House of Assembly of Nova 
Scotia in 1861 under the leadership 
of Sir Charles Tupper. Early in 
1864 delegates from the Provinces 
of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, and 
Prince Edward Island assembled ‘n 
Charlottetown authorized by their 
governments to confer in reference 
to the union of these Provinces, Nu-

ANCE PREPARING TO ENTER- 
“TAIN HER VISITORS. . 


Great Rush is Expected After. the 
War, and It Is Stated -That 
Twenty-five Thousand Americans 

= Have Booked First Sallings to 

~ Europe, for ‘the  Post-bellum 
Period to Vixit Gallant Ally, 


‘ HEN a man was asked to 
join up <t the beginning 
of this “moderately ser- 


fous affair with Ger- 
many,” as the war is called in the 
army, it was “for the duration.” 
When each of the hotels that are now 
in the Government service were 
called to the colors perforce, was it 
stated for what duration? 
- Does anyone know at or about 
what time after the war half the 
leading hotels of London will shed 
their officials and return to. civil 
Ufe? -No one does. 

After war labor problems, trade 
problems, and the like are the sub- 
ject of “anxious consideration” by 
committees, writes Cecil J.) Darrian 
in The London Chronicle. The after- 
war-travel problem—that of hotel 
and railway, accommodation — ap- 
Pears to be causing no anxiety and 
no consideration,.even though the 
great revivals of commerce, indus- 
tries, arts, and sciences will, in those 
stirring after-war days, be conducted 
very largely by people who will have 
to travel to some common meeting 
place, and who will be obliged to 
stop thereat in hotels. 

No one cares for the traveler. It 
is forgotten that he is not always ap 
idle tourist, and even when an idle 
tourist, that his necessity as such for 
leaving a large slice of his private 
fortune in the land of his sojourn is 
considered very good for that land. 

Yet there is a place where the 
traveler is to be cared for after the 
war. It is France. Should it not in- 
terest officials to know what France 
is doing now about this other “mod- 
erately serious affair?” . 

A short time ago France discover- 
ed that already 25,000 Americans 
had engaged passage for the first 
sailings to leave the port of New 
York for Europe after peace is de- 
clared! From this hint of what was 
coming upon them, probably from all 
other directions as well, Frenchmen 
took counsel among themselves as to 
whether they would receive those 
people when they came knocking at 
the gates or whether they would try 
to turn them away. : 

Having consideration for the ftu- 
ture of France and the development 
of her resources as a centre of at- 
traction to the world’s pleasure and 
health seekers, and as an advan- 
tageous meeting place for the trans- 
action of international business 
through long years to come, they de-| 
cided on the former alternative, 
And having so decided they resolved 
to recelve the travelers with gener- 
ous and well-organized hospitalfty. 

The program is drawn up and weli 
on its way to execution. The old 
order is to change. Haphazard ar- 
Frangements of transport and the un- 
eren offerings of private enterprise 
in the matter of hotel accommoda- 
tion and the like are to give way ‘o 
organisation. The Touring Club of 
France, the Automobile Club of 
France, the famous Hundred Club, 
these, with the help of several pow- 
erful newspapers, working in close 
co-operation with the Ministry of the 
Interior, are the organizers of this 
great effort. 

Their campaign has three main 
objectives: Improvement of trans- 
port arrangements, the revival of the 
hotel industry on a national basi 
and the development of the natura 
springs and curative baths and of the 
winter resorts in the French Alps 
and Pyrenees. 

Large grants are being asked for 
from the Government to devote to 
the upkeep and improvement: of the 
roads—those great highways which 
have played so important a part in 
the saving of France. The American 
cement system has been proposed as 
@ practical surface covering for these 
roads, and it is now being experi- 
mented with near Versailles. Motor- 
ing is to be encouraged by every 
means possible, ahd a complete sys- 
tem of good highways and connecting 
roads Is assured. 

Railway accommodation, if insuf- 
ficient at first, due to the wastage of 
war, will be supplemented by motors, 
and passengers landing from the 
great liners at the French ports will, 
many of them, be transported to 
Paris in Government automobiles, 

The hotel industry, however, 1s 
the chief concern of these organizers 
of France's future, This‘'is to be a 
national industry without a taint of 
the German penetration that had 
strangled it before the war. A law 
bas been proposed, and it is expected 
that it wll be passed, that will ex- 
clude from ownership of or service 
persons 
who are not French by birth. The 
edict is almed against Germans and 
Austrians, but it in also designed to 
aid the revival of the esgentlally 
French hotel. 

Special schools, where only the 
various branches of hotel-keeping 
are taught, have already been open- 
ed in Paris, Nice, and elsewhere— 
seventeen schools in all. The tradi- 
tional French cooking at its best fs 
one of the most important courses in 
these schools and cleanliness which 
would delight the most fastidious is 
the first essential in which these 
scholars are instructed. 

Under the special care of the Hun- 
dred Club—so called from the num- 
ber of its members—is the welfare of 
the small inns in the remote country 
districts of France, These inns have 
dn the past been the delight of the 
Frenchman and the despair of the 
forelgner—particularly of the Anglo- 
Saxon species. Thoy were one of the 
last of the medimwval remnants of 
Europe—aoutside of politics: — The 
proprietor of them was Mine ‘Hos¢

A Rare Medal, 


One of those rare numismatic 
treasures, an officer’s silver medal, 
which was struck by order of Parlia- 
ment to commemorate the victory of 
Cromwell ‘near Dunbar in 1650, Is 
in the market, and will no doubt be 
eagerly seized upon, even in these 
times, by the collector. 

Parliamentary notice was particu- 
larly called to this medal some years 
ago, when the famous bust of Crom- 
well, by Bernin!, which stands in the 
Lower Waiting Hall of the House of 
Commons, was presented by Mr.

As pirates preying upon fishing 
smacks, trawlers, Atlantic liners, and 
the merchantmen of all nations, they 
have added a new. and infamous 
chapter to ‘naval history. Otherwise 
it {s,-I believe, the opinion of most 
Davai men that in German hands the 
submarine has proved disappolnting- 
ly ineffective, 

People, I remember, were thrown 
into a state of quite unbalanced ad- 
miration when the Deutschland ap- 
peared in American waters. It was 
spoken of as one of the most remark- 
able achievements of the war. Few 
stopped to remember—eoven, indeed, 
i€ they ever knew—that the war was 
only a few months old when ten 
British submarines crossed the At- 
lantic from Halifax to ‘the. British 
Isles—the first submarines in naval 
history to make the Journey under 
their own power.

They come out 
and they do not return, and there is 
Ro one in Germany, and perbaps not 

{ a dozen people tn England, who 
know what becomes of them. 

The reasons for our secrecy must 
be tolerably obvious to anyone who 
thinks the matter over. All that the 

are able to infer from the 
failure of any given U-boat to return 
to port is that somehow or other it 
has been lost. But how or where 
they cannot tell, 

It may baye been through some 
error of structure or design—a 
thought to send a chill down- the 
spine of every admiralty official. It 
may have been through a mistake in 
navigation. It may have. been 
through one or other of the endless 
and constantly changing devices that 
British ingenuity has evolved and 
brought into play against the new 
Piracy. It may too bave happened 
near the Gérman coast or after the 
U-boat had reached - its appointed 
station, they cannot tell. 

They are faced with a blank wall 
of possibilities that they have no 
means of verifying. Weeks must 
often elapse before they can be sure 
that a submarine which they thought 
Was operating in a certain area had 
really perished, and that another 
boat should be dispatched to take its 
place. 

Sometimes, however, the vell of 
mystery is partially lifted. Some- 
times a German U-boat ig towed up 
the Thames, moored to‘the embank- 
ment, and from $75,000 to $100,000 
collected for some naval charity by 
throwing {it open to the Public. 
Sometimes if you are dining with a 
naval oMecer you will hear wondrous 
tales of submarines wetted, bombed 
by aeroplanes even when they are 
well below the surface, hunted and 
caught by destroyers, induced by one 
ruse after another to show them- 
selves where they can be got at.’ 

Sometimes, too, in a British port 
the men of the mereLant marine will 
tell you of Homerie combats that 
would have warmed the heart of 
Nelson and Farragut and made 
Drake and Frobisher. gasp and stare, 

But these are mere baphazard per- 
sonal gleanings. No one knows the 
full extent of the harvest or how it 
bas been gathered in. But we do 
know enough—or at any rate we 
think we do—to feel fairly confident 
that the Germans can attempt noth- 
ing and can Invent nothing that we 
cannot find the means of countering; 
and that confidence has been rather 
more than justified py all that has 
happened since February 1.

The total available unorganized 
military strength of Guatemala is 
338,000 men, which is three-fourths 
as large as all the rest of Central 
America combined. 

Guatemala haa seventy’ miles of 
coast line on thé Atlantic seaboard 
and 200 miles on the Pacific, the best 
harbor, Puerto Barrios, being on the 
Atlantic, with “regular: steamship 
service to New York .and New Or- 


leans. s 

The fact that Guatemala was the 
first of the Central American repub- 
les to align itself with the United 
States came as something of a sur- 
Drise in view of the fact that the 
country’s indus{rial and commercial 
life had been permeated by German 
influence before the war. It was Ger- 
man capital which had bullt much of 
the 502 miles of railway in the re- 
public, and it was Germany which 
used to buy a large percentage of the 
coffee produced on the Guatemalan 
Dlantations;~ many of which were 
elther owned\or managed by Ger- 
mans. One of the leading education- 
al institutions of the country is a 
German school endowed by the Ger- 
man Government. German cotton 
goods occupied an important place in 
the country’s imports before the 
world-war restricted shipping. 

While coffee is Guatemala’s chief 
article of export, the country also 
Produces hides, rubber, bananas, 
sugar, and chicle, the leading cus- 
tomers now belng the United States 
and Great Britain. ‘ 

The capital of the republic, Guate- 
mala City, a well-lighted, modern 
town of 90,000 inbabitants, five-sixth 
of whom are of European origin, is 
situated 85 miles from the Pacitic 
coast on a plateau nearly 5,000 feet 
above sea level, 

Estrada Cabrera, president of Gua- 
temala, has been the chief executive 
of the country for 19 years and only 
a few weeks ago began another ‘erm 
of six years. 


Germany and Japan, 
Undiscouraged by the mitten, Ger- 
many continues to woo Japan. The 
triple alliance of Japan, Mexico, and 
Germany. against the United States 
which Zimmermann’ proposed did not 
seem to sult Japan's taste, so now 
Admiral von Hintzs; who was Ger- 
many’s Minister to China until China 
broke off relations, tries her with 
another.

in an interview with a reporter of 
the Kokumin Shimbun. The German 
Admiral added bis belief that later 
Russia would come into: the agree- 
ment, and thus form: a powerful 
triple alliance that vould exercise a 
Predominating sway over the two 
hemispheres and insure a world 
peace." . 
Germany cannot give up the habit 
of partitioning the future. All her 
schemes lately have ‘been almed at 
the United States, ‘the yon Hintse 
scheme included.

were regarded as almost .necessary 
facidents in their histories, and in 
496 Clovis, some time after his great 
| Victory at Soissions, was baptized at 
Rheims. Soon afterwards the won- 
| derful legend of the sacred phial of 
j oll, which was believed to have been 
; brought by a dove from heaven for 
{the baptism of Clovis, began to find. 
Jacceptance. The phial was Preserved 
in the Abbey of St. Remi, and the oil 
from it came to be used for the con- 
secration at Rheims of the kings of 
France. It was here, with oil from 
the sacred phial, that Joan of Are 
caused Charles VII. to be consecrat- 
ed, in 1429. 

By the tenth century, Rheims nad 
become a centre of intellectual cul- 
ture. The famous Archbishop Adal- 
beron, aided by the monk Gerbert, 
founded at Rheims schools where 
“the liberat arta” were taught 
and to the schoola of Rheims the 
poor clerk from far and near found 
“his way as surely as to any and every 
seat of learning, anywhere, which 
effered him food for thought. So, as 
& place of learning, as the seat of the 
Premier Archbishop of France, and 
as the holy place of the French 
monarchy, Rheims waxed in importa 
ance. Its progress, however, was 
anything but peaceful. In the four- 
teenth and Afteenth centuries the 
Possession of the city was long in dis+ 
pute between the French and the 
English, and tn the days of the “Ca- 
tholic League,” during the closing 
years of the Sixteenth Century, 
Rhelms experienced all the vicissi- 
tudes of the struggle between the 
League and Henry of Navarre. It 
sided with the League, but submitted 
finally to Henry, after the Battle of 
ivry, in 1585, During the foreign 
invasions of 1814, Rheims was taken 
and retaken; whilst in 1870-1, it 
was ade, by the Germans, the seat 
of a Governor-General, and “impor. 
erished by heavy requisitions.” 

In the Rheims of to-day, in spite of 
all that the German guns have done, 
the outstanding feature is the great 
cathedral. Before the war, it stood 
easily head and shoulders above the 
reat of the town, and its two reat 
towers, albelt scarred and shot-rid- 
den, still rear themselves 267 feet 
abave the street below, As for the 
remainder of the old landmarks, the 
Mars Gate, the archlepiacopal palace, 
the celebrated Church of St. Remi, 
and many others, there Is scant re. 
cord as to how they have fared,

Armaged- 
don is now a railway junction, on 
the route between Suez and Damas- 
cus, even as {t was a meeting place 
of the great highways between Egypt 
and Assyria, in the days when Pha- 
roah, Necho, and Josiah, king of 
Israel, fought thereon, 
East and the West met at Armaged- 
don this plain won its fame as a 
battleground of empire. It became a 
synonym for the place of decision. 

Twelve miles wide at its greatest 
width, and more than forty miles 
long measured from the Mediterran- 
ean to the Jordan River, the great 
Diain of Meggido, or of Esdraelon, as 
{t ls more commonty called, is a rare 
battlefield, which soldiers from the 
days of the Pharaohs and the Cosars 
to Napoleon and Lord Kitchener hare 
praised and utilized. 

Tt im easily located on any Bible 
map, or other sketch of Palestine, on

‘areth, the boyhood home of Jesus, 
looks down upon it from its northern 
edge. Mt. Tabor and Mt. Gilbos 
}stand sentinel at its eastern gates, 
| where it debouches into the deep 
; Valley of the Jordan River: 
Swest, along the sparkling Mediter- 
rabean, crouches Mt. Carmel, its 
length more than a dozen miles and 
its crest so picturesque that it Is 
called “the mountain of a thousand 
valleys.” At the upper and western

He sald that the United States 
was not fighting for the annexation 
of: new territory, neither was. it 
struggling in the hope.of wringing 
an indemnity out of Germany, This 
is far from saying that there should 
be no annexations on the part of 
other Entente Powers or that none of 
them is entitled to indemnity. In- 
deed a message received a few days 
ago by the Ruscian people . makes 
this plain, This ‘s the message 
whose delivery wis delayed for sev- 
eral weeks, That it was only made 
public after Root arrived is signifi- 
cant. The Germans in Russia or 
those favorable to the German cause 
were not all remo’ed when Rasputin 
was assassinated and the Czarina 
made a prisoner,

An Empress jn Exile,

the Third and the Empress Eugenie. 
The Emperor died ma~y years ago, 
but his consort bas lived to see ber 
beloved country involved in another 
strenuous campaign. Mr. Edward 
Legge bas recently published a book, 
“The Empress Eugenie and Her 
Son,” and he commences his volume 
with the following pen-picture— 

“The Httle old lady—so very old— 
swathed In black of unfashionable 
cut, with no eyes fo: anything but 
her Prayer Book, follows the annual 
Mass of Requiem for her husband 
and her son at St. Michael's Abbey, 
Farnborough, with, the assiduity of a 
young nun in her. novitiate. And 
presently she toils down the stair- 
case to the crypt, the Imperial Mau- 
soleum, and glances up at the cavity 
in the wall behind the altar in which 
she will soon sleep the last sleep. A 
strange ideu perbaps, but she !s orig- 
inal In all she does and all #He says, 
as some day the world—the English 
world—will learn for itzelf.

She {s 
called the mistress of the seas, but 
she has left the seas of which she is 
mistress free to all, In time of peace 
any ship of any nation can traverse 
all the seas of which Great Britain is 

(called the mistress as freely as any 
British ship, and transact the same 
kind of business as her ships. Great

free. g

ruled off deadlines on the seas and 
warned friends and foes alike that 
they cross those dead lines on peril 
of assassination. She h4s taken her 
stand behind a hedge, gun in hand, 
and when peaceful pedestrians pass- 
ed up that road she has shot them 
in the back; her object in doing It Is 

| to notify other pedesiriansythat they 
must not travel on that road. Be- 
tween shots she bas called on the 
world to bear witness to the noble- 
ness of her struggle to maintain the 
freedoin of the road. Freedom from 
what? The road was free to all be- 
fore she slipped behind the hedge. 
Freedom from the police! 


Hoover Turned the Tables, 

More than ten years before Bel- 
sian.relief was ever thought of, a 
young American mining engineer 
who was in charge of {mportant 
inining properties in China received 
a visit early one morning from a 
burly Belgian. The Belgian brus- 
quely informed the young American 
that he had come to take charge of 
the properties.

“All-Father of the Germans,” and it 
associates the Germans with the 
Turanian Sarmatians, who disposed 
of thelr dead oy throwing their 
corpees to the dogs.

Although a Japanese scientist, 
working in the University of Call- 


fornia’s department of entomology, | 
has confined his experiments so far; 


to the small insects, aphids, or ptant 
lice, he hopes soon to verify his find- 
ings by experiments on the blow fy, 
pomice fly, amphibia, and on such 
high forms of animal life as the pi- 
geon and the chicken. The resu 
of these investigations, he believes, 
will prove that sex can be controlled 
even in the human family. 

The discovery by Shinji was made 
In 1912 
be started bis experiments on aphids 
with the primal idea of predueing 
winged and non-winged forms of the 
insect by means of chemical treat- 
ment, 

After experimenting with many 
kinds of chemical salts, he found 
magnesium chloride best suited his 
Purposes, and (bis he uses exclusive- 
ly. While working on the effect this 
chloride had on the wings of the 
aphid, he noticed that those which 
be bad treated gave birth only to 
the male sex. Experimenting fer- 
ther, he alleges to have proved that 
fo all cases of reproduction without 
the male ceil the offspring to the ne- 
cond generations of aphids, which 
had been treated with magnesium 
chloride, turned out males. 

In theorising upon the source of 
the effects of magnesium 
Shinji points out that in the process 
of cell production and divisiog tn the 
maturation process the cells ordin- 
arily divide in groups of twee. This 
even division, Me believes, can be 
¢hanged into a group with a ratio of 
sixteen to\eight instead of twelve to 
twelve, by the addition of very 
minute quantities of magnestam 
chloride, 

Shinji claims that the magnesiam 
chloride removes the water from pro- 
tein substances. As water is the 
eblef cell-forming substance, its re- 
moval, be finds, so deranges the 
normal maturation process that male 
offspring are bound to resalt.—Illus- 
trated World.

When the supply of labor in the 
towns {is insufficient or falls below 
the demand, wages will rise until 
the farmer, outbid, loses his help. 
That, in the main, is why all the 
townships of Ontario decreased in 
population 54,000, and the town- 
ships of Old Ontario 100,000, in the 
last census period. ‘The draft has 
been effective since 1911, except for 
some months before and after the 
oytbreak of war, and {s now probab- 
ly stronger than at any time for 
years. Toronto, for example, Is 
again congested and {ts housed over- 
flowing. Thé farmer, however, has 
steadily contracted his cultivation 
in this province and produced less 
and less. He complains that, at a 
time when prices are high, he Is able 
to produce little to sell. 

Those who are concerned about 
the prosecution of a long war and 
about the efficiency of the country, 
will share the farmer's fear. The 
war, it may be justly said, may be 
won or lost on the farms of Amer- 
ica, At all events, we are assured 
by the highest authority that the 
Allies’ food supply will be forty per 
cent. deficient this year, taking ac- 
count of the highest estimate of 
America’s —_ ass{stance. Moreover, 
Canada {fs incurring enormous obll- 
gations, which can only be met. by 
borrowing and by the export of pro- 
ducts mostly of the farm. The pow- 
er to borrow diminishes as the war 
}goes on and the importance of farm 
) Production increases. There is 
scarcely a glimmer of hope that the 
war will end this year, and the need 
of food and wealth production fs 
jcertatn, Peace or no peace, {to be 
greater next year than this. In view 
of these considerations, it ia imper- 
ative not only to get in by hook or 
crook the meagre crops, which have 
;been sown, but to extend the cul- 
|ttvatea area, to break up the old 
Pastures and prepare 
crops. For that it is not only neces- 
sary to leave the farmer what labor 
he has, but to give him more, if it 
is to-be had.—Toronto, Weekly Sun 
(Lib,).

Premier Bordens latest: statement 
of figures was that 421,000 men had 
enlisted frem Canada. According to 
a return brought down by Sir Ed- 
ward Kemp, the Canadians in France 
now number 136,400, in the near 
East 747, in St. Lucia 130, and in 
England 108,736. Total 246,013 
overseas... In Canada there are 17,- 
353. ~ Total at home. and abroad 
263,266. To this total must be 
added the 50,000 unfits who were 
Gropped either before the troops 
sailed for Englanc or shortly after 
they ‘got'there. Grand total 313,366. 

Tn other words, while the Govern- 
ment’s figures account’ for 313,36¢ 
men, they leave the difference be- 
tween 421,000, the number enlisted; 
and 313,366, the number accounted 
Yor, still to explain. No doubt the 
Government, at some stage of the de- 
bate will clear this matter up satis- 
factorily and explain where the 107,: 
634 men not accounted for by thelr 
figures, have disappeared. It is only 
fair to do so because the wildest 
rumors are circulating, all of them 
detrimental to recruiting er te con- 
scription. A very persistent story is 
that over eighty thousand men hare 
deserted. This figure, which is 
alarming enough in all conscience, 
becomes swollen to one hundred 
thousand !n an article on Our Neigh- 
bor’s Businesa which appeared in 
The Saturday Evening Fost ‘ast 
week. As’ The Saturday Post has 
over two million subscribers and ‘ten 
million readers the story will carry 
very far. It is up to the Govern- 
ment to set these disquieting rumor? 
at rest either by denying them ‘or 
telling the whole truth. 

+ What fs needed above everything 

] is a clear statement of the number 
of men in the battle zones, the mum‘ 
ber in England,* the sanmber. at 
home, the number of unfits struck 
off the roll, the number of dead and 
the number of casualties that wil! 
not be able to take their placé in the 
fighting line again. So far the Gov- 
ernment has issued no such state- 
ment. Conscription may be highly 
needful, but so fur as authentic {n- 
formation is concerned, Parliament 
is doing things completely in the 
dark, 

Meanwhile thre are four Canadian 
Army divisions &ghting in France, 
which is one division better than we 
were expected to do. Also there is a 
afth Canadian division being formed 
from the reserves in England which 


will provide jobs for a number ofsordered 
superfiuous. !

As the pressure of the war 

ithe flannelette generals and col- 
onels are being gradually squeezed 
out, but Canada ~ still Ntters the 
landscape of England with gquith a 
fewof them. If all the Canadian 
“safety razors” now ir England 
were sent to the Aghting line there 
would be a complete new brigade on 
active service. 

The Pay and Records Office, for 
example, employs two thousand men, 
fierce fellows in khaki, with fountain 
pens instead ‘of swords, who adti up 
figures and write letters with great 
courage. The Canadian Army Ser- 
vice Corps in England—the A. 8. C. 
is another bomb-proof job—was 
composed up to October, 1916, of 
eleven officers and one hundred and 
sixty-six men. It has since been in- 
ereased.to 4,636 officers and men to 
take care of the wants of the 108,736 
Canadians on reserve in England. 

Another thing the Government 
will no doubt explain is the leniency 
with which speculating paymasters 
have been treated here and in Eng- 
land. One very fagrant story deals 
with a Canadian paymaster who took 
his bag of money with him up to 
London. A paymaster must take his 
bag of money with him wherever he 
goes. In London this particular pay- 
master met Gaby Deslys, the dancer, 
and made: quite a hit with her. 
When he and King Mannel’s favorite 
finally separated Gaby had had a 
good time, and so had the gallant 
captain, but there was no bag of 
money. What did they do with the 
captain? Cashier him? Tear off his 
shoulder straps? Not at all His 
was a faffilly that had wealth and 
political pull and he himself had 
been proven a high-flyer, : So they 
compromised by making him a 
colonel.
